The organizers, who hope to 
raise between $50,000 and 
$100, 00Q for Dr. King’s South- 
ern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference, had originally invited 
neither Parsons nor William 
Gordon, the U.S. Public Af- 
fairs Officer, who is a, Negro 
and a friend of Dr. King. ' . 

Parsons declined the belated 
invitation because of a previ- 
ous engagement. Gordon, who 
still was not invited, is sched- 
uled to attend a seminar in 
Karlstadt in midwest Sweden 
Thursday pight.
